QUESTION 
IN 
THE 


The recent election demonstrates one 


thing, and that is the tariff question is a 
live one in the south. Ihe south [has a 
great many industries to protect. It has 
made more progress dunog tbe past 
twelve years under the inspiring and fos- 
tering influence of protection than it bad 
done in forty years before. 
Th^re are 


five timoe more factories, foundries "and 
workshons in the south to-day than there 
ever were before, and does anybody 
think they would have been established 
had free trade been th& policy of this 
country? 
The south would never be 


able to develope its resources in tbe facs 
of foreign competition. 
It has been 


tried and it always failed. 


It ia well koowu by all intelligent 


readers of tbe Gazette tbat if Morrison, 
OarliHle, Kurd and that olare of free 
traders, could enforce their policy in tbe 
revenue legislation ot the gov^rnmeBt, 
they would abolish all faotories but 
breweries ond distilleries, which are the 
boodle fountains for tbe united free trade 
and whisky rings. There is an opinion 
on this point coming from the south — 
published in the New OrloauB Pioaynae, 
a uemoo"atic newspaper. 
Considering 


the politics of the paptr and the section 
of the country in which it is published, 
the opinion is worth something and 
should make northern democratic free 
traders do some sober thinking: 


There is not a dog'a tail turned to-day 


in honor ot Hurd and Morrison; not 
even the caudal appendage Df a yellow 
canine could offer a salute tor the Ken- 
tnoky programme. It was too cruel to 
leave out Hurd and Morrison, represent- 
ing the wbiskv ring over in Indiana and 
so called free traders, but, the democrats 
of their districts could no longer stand 
them. 


Over iu Kentucky, the whisky ring, 


with ell Us strength, has grown impotent. 


That tbe speaker ot tbo house, M'. 


Carlisle, should have had so close a con- 
test for hia seat does not augur well for 
the party. 


It ia about time that such meu be rele- 


gated to a back seat in the speculations 
as to the next congressional contest that 
the democracy may take no unusual 
chances. 


But there is another voice from the 


south quite as important as that from 
Louisiana, and it comes from Tennessee, 
It ua.3 already beeo stated in the Gazette 
that one of the'boldest speeches made 
against free trade iu any state during the 
late campaign, was made by James Pho- 
lau, of Memphis, Tennessee, democratic 
candidate for congress, and he was elected 
by an overwhelming majority, carrying 
every ooanty in his district. 


But this is not all. The present del- 


egation in congress from Virginia stands 
two ^republicans and eight democrats. 
Daring the late campaign the republi- 
oans made [the tariff question an issue, 
favoring the policy of protecting Amer- 
ican industries, and the result is that the 
republioans will have sn members in the 
neit congress and the democrats only 
four. 
It will be seen from this tbat tho

neither slumbers nor sleeps. It is alivs 
aud doing good work, ana is like a mill- 
stone around tbe ne:k of the sadly bat.

BOSTON, Nov. 13.—Some timo ago Pbillip 


L. Moon was sued by one Lovi "Wilson for 
about $117,000, which Wilson averred Moor 
owed him upon'an ugrsomunt imda betwoe: 
ttio two nion. Tho caso was triod and ro- 
sultod in Lho disagreement of the jury. 
few days ago tlio case came up for tlio seconi 
timo in court. Moon's counsel, in his stato- 
niont, said tho caso was ono of clear black 
mail and that Moon would testify to all tho 
fncts. It scums that Wilson is an illiterate 
person whom Jfoeu lirat know in 187,1. A 
that time, Moon testified, Wilson told hin 
lltat hu know of an occurronco of a disgrace 
ful and criminal nature iu which Hoon \vai, 
an nctor, and demanded $100, which Jloon 
declined to pay at tlio timo, but told Wilsor 
to call ou him tho next day, \vhon ho paic 
tho money, hoping that this would ho . tho 
lii-at of it; hut tho demands for money 
wore continuous and heavy. Letters woro 
produced in court signed by Wilson, whicl: 
Moon identified, threatening to expose him i: 
ho did net pay certain spociflod sums 01 
money. Ono ot these letters declarod that 
Wilson would expose- Moon, and that ho 
could got his (Wilson's) brother to swear to 
anything necessary. 
This blooding process 


went on for several years, until Moon said ho 
had paid Wilson $250,000, when ho rol'usod to 
ho further squeezed 
and this suit was 


brought, Tho disgraceful act that Wilson 
was privy to, Moon said ho was not guilty 
of, hut others, and he hod paid the money to 
keep it quiet, it seems, for the sake of tlioso 
implicated. 
Moon loft tho stand Friday 


morning, after a long examination, but not- 
withstanding his counsel's premise that ho 
would tell tho whole story, ho said nothing 
at all by which tho nature of this mysterious 
•act could bo ascertained, 


A woman, Miss Hattio Enrico, of Pi-ovi- 


deiico, K, I., is mixed up in tho casoas Wil- 
son's mistress. Sho brought suit aginst Wil- 
son for seduction, but testified Friday that 
tho suit had been settled, Sho admitted hav- 
ing lived with Wilson as his wife, and hud 
taken a trip to Europe with him on money 
furnished hy Jloon. Sho also testified that 
Wilson had frequently threatened to expose 
Moon in regard to tho mysterious wicked- 
ness. 


Congressman Rico testified that Wilson 


called ou him and demanded S10.0UO which 
Moon had promised him, saying that he 
(Rico) could not bully him and had better 
pay him, or he would send Moon to prison, 
llico showed him tho door, Rico was act- 
ing for Moen as counsel at tho time. 


Tho question that is agitating tho puhlic is-. 


What is tho mysterious secret that Moen has 
paid Wilson $250,000 for keeping! 
This 


question has not yet been answored, and 
whether it will ho or not remains to be seen. 


MARRIED IN SPITE OF HERSELF. 


Tlie Curious Story iv British Society lleauty 


Tolls In Court. 


LONDO.V, Nov. 11—Tho case of Sirs. So- 


bright, a well known society beauty, against 
hor husband, Mr. Arthur Sobright, Tor di- 
,-orco on tbo ground that force and Lntiinidu- 
iiou were used in obtaining her consent to 
tho inarriago to tho defendant, was oponod 
Friday. Tho petitioner's counsel admitted 
the marriage in tho registrar's ofllco last Jan- 
uary, hut claimed that tho contracting par- 
ties had never lived together. A money 
transaction, the counsel said, had caused the 
marriage, and not affection. 
Tho judge 


thought it would be impossible to nullify the 
marriage for tho reason stated, hut said he 
would hear the evidence in tho case. 


Mrs. Sehright was called to tho witness- 


box and deposed substantially as follows; 
Sho had inherited a largo sum of money from 
her I'athor whon qnito young. Mr. Sobright 
und been a welcome visitor to hor mother'!? 
Jouso, but was not received as a suitor for 
hoi- daughter's hand. Sohright finally pro- 
posed marriage to tho petitioner and was re- 
ferred to her mother, who refused her con- 
sent. Subsequently tho petitioner, without 
the knowledge of hor mother, engaged hor- 
solf to Sobrlght, and lie persuaded her to 
ign some papers admitting tho engagement; 
which she afterward found woro not what 
they woro represented to be, but were bilb 
amounting 
to 
£3,3^0. 
These 
she 


refused 
to acknowledge, and action was 


;akcn to recover 
the 
amount. 
When 


tbo writs wero served Sebright told her the 
only way by which she could save herself 
from financial ruin was through marriago 
with him. Incensed at tho villainy of tho 
•nan who protended to love her, she refused 
to marry him. Sehright persisted, and later, 
mdor promiso to havo tho writs cancelled, he 
took hor to a place unknown to her, where 
the cancellation was to bo made. Arriving 
thoro, she found herself In tho registrar':) 
ofilco aud attempted to Icavo, but was pro- 
vented by Sobright's throats to shoot hor if 
she showed the slightest unwillingness to 
narry him then and there. 
A ring was 


loreed upon hor flugor, but sho drew it off 
and throw it on tho floor. Sho was then com- 
>ollod to sign tho register, which she did un- 
consciously. 
Sho hoard no legal 
form 


read, was too much frightened to realizo all 
that occurred, but was certain that nothing 
vus road aloud. After leaving tho registrar's 
Ok-e tbo petitioner was tokon homo. Her 
narriujo was never consummated. 


Tho registrar deposed that potitionor was 


lomowhat agitated on tho occasion of her 
marriage to Sobright, but repeated the 
declaration and weiit through tho form of 
nurriago without hesitation or dissent. He 
corroborated Mrs. Sebright's statement that 
sho threw tho ring upon tho floor, but testi- 
Jed that sho afterward signed tho register 
ivithoiit demur. Tho petitioner's mother and 
two physicians testified to tho mental collapse 
of tho potitionor after tho ceremony in the 
•egistrm-'s ofJce.

iournod.

{'J) Tho previous career and character of 


Peter :ieed to bo recalled. Probably tho 
oldest of the ]ittlo company; ho was tho most 
prompt and forward. He was notably a m.in 
of impulses, not waiting to roiso and sottle 
questions of principle, but acting on tho 
"spur of tho moment.'1 This led him, as it 
will lead any 01:0, into mistakes. He- bad 
professed undying attachment 
to Christ 


(Matt, xxvi, S3), and then denied him thrice. 
That very morning ho was as truly ponitont 
(is bo had been inexcusably self-conddont, 
und no doubt he had many a timo recalled 
bis sin and shame, and desired an opportunity 
to confess to Christ and get his forgiveness. 
But he was not alone with him. How tho 
message, l;tell my disciples aud Poter," must 
have melted his heart! Theso facts wo must 
remember iC we would secure a connected 
viow of tho truth sot out in our present 
lesson. A group of djsciples had boon fishing 
all night on tbo lake in vain.

How many do suffer thus 1 Jesus is 
not unmindful of them. Many would inako 
better way if they listened for Lis voice and 
cast the net at his bidding. ''.No;" they have 
caught nothing. 


V. C. It is said that flsh can bo seen in 


numbers in the lake at times. His words 
then, "Cast tho not," etc., would not seem so 
strange to them. They did so, and their net 
was so filled with Osn as to mako it too 
heavy to be lifted into the boat: itwnsdi'nwn 
ashore (v. 11.) 


Specially devoted to Jesus and quick with 
y instinct of affection, John (v. 7) whispers 


to Potor—one cuu fancy with mingled awo 
and joy—"It is tho Lord." Ah! hero is an 
opportunity to show that ho is no longer 
recreant, that the Lord is deurto him beyond 
expression. "When bo hoars this bo snatches' 
jis tlsuor's coat (ho was probably in partial 
clothing, as men prepared for such woi'l;), 
and flings himself into the water. It was an 
impulse again, but on the good side—far bet- 
ter than tho blow with theswordatthoman's 
ear (John xviii, 10). He meaut to welcome 
Jesus, to show his joy and lovo.

Tho words do not give Potor 
special and peculiar powers for tho future, 
but are meant to recall and save him from 
special temptations into which he had fallen 
already.—Sunday School World.

A STORY SAID TO HAVE BEEN TOLD 


BY TOM CAMPBELL.' 


Ho Coea to Seo tho Celebrated Marshal 


and Ha» to Look Down the Eim-cl of 
a "fiovolvei—An Opportune Diversion— 
Pugilistic. Practice on a 3IlIwauU«e 
Editor. 


CiNCOfSATi, Ohio, Nov. 13.—Tho story of 


an encounter between Murat Halstoad and 
T. C. Carapboll, the criminal lawyer, whose 
practices were largely responsible for tho riot 
otISm, has just come to light. During the 
riot TIio Commercial Gaastto had a very bit- 
ter editorial on Campbell, between whom and 
Hnlsteud the bitterest enmity exist*. Camp- 
boll went to tbo newspaper office to seo Mr.

I havo always believed thnt 
Halstoart mistook nry errand in bis oflice, 
and so did not wait for mo to make the tirst 
demonstration. Murat Halstead has more 
courago in tho tip end of his littlo linger than 
some of his enemies Imvo in their wholo 
bodies, or will liavo if they livo a thousand 
yeai-s. 1 bato him, and 1 liavo reason to tiulx; 
him. but chut doesn't prevent mo from recog- 
nising his undoubted courage."

The way to accom- 
plish this is to take tho sufferer into a 
warm room, and give hir^i warm drinks, 
and at tto same time to apply freezing 
mixtures to thu exterior of the frozen 
part. 
When tho blood is warmed, and 


the circulation stimulated, the frozen 
part is speedily tbawed out from within 
until it reajhes tha surface, and no harm 
will result. The mistake mado by people 
is that they apply the frozen mixtures to 
tbe exterior when they are still exposed 
to tho blast, and when thera is no dancer 
of its thawing, and when they have no 
facilities for warming the interior circu- 
lation by fire and warm drinks.
